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General  Discussion 

The  five  town  schools  opened  in  September  with  a 
total  enrolment  of  eighty-eight  pupils.  Thirty-one  pu- 
pils from  the  town  district  attend  Hilsboro  high  school, 
making  a  total  school  population  of  one  hundred  nineteen. 

The  policy  of  maintaining  uniformity  in  textbooks  in 
the  five  schools  has  been  kept  up.  Since  last  fall  a  more 
modern  course  in  English  grammar  and  composition  has 
been  introduced  in  the  schools,  and  more  material  in  lit- 
erature has  been  added.  The  Superintendent  has  paid 
particular  attention  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  eighth 
grade  in  the  different  schools  by  giving  the  children  tests 
to  find  out  their  weaknesses  and  advise  the  teachers  re- 
garding the  children's  needs,  to  enable  the  children  to 
make  the  grade  in  June,  and  be  better  prepared  to  do  high 
school  work  next  year. 

Frequent  teachers'  meetings  have  been  called  by  the 
Superintendent  tq  talk  over  school  problems  and  find 
solutions.  The  teachers  are  contributing  their  best  ser- 
vices. And  the  School  Board  are  doing  all  they  can  to 
provide  elementary  and  secondary  education  within  the 
limits  set  by  the  state  and  the  school  district.

General  Discussion 

The  weather  conditions  this  year  have  interfered  ma- 
terially with  the  schools.      The  time  which  has  been  lost 
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makes  it  necessary  for  everyone  concerned  to  be  punctual 
and  faithful  on  the  job  in  order  to  do  the  required  amount 
of  school  work. 

We  encourage  our  pupils  to  engage  in  extra  curric- 
ular  activities  especially  in  those  which  have  to  do  with 
health.  However  any  boy  or  girl  is  out  of  place,  out  of 
step  and  out  of  tune  if  he  or  she  attends  school  just  to 
take  part  in  the  social  life  of  the  school.  People  must 
still  work  and  study  to  acquire  an  education.  The  school 
cannot  give  an  education  like  parents  give  children  suits 
of  clothes.  Self  activity  is  the  watchword  in  the  edu- 
cative process.  There  is  not  sufficient  time  in  school 
according  to  our  present  scheme  of  things  for  children 
to  do  all  their  studying.  Parents  as  well  as  teachers 
should  expect  children  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  home 
work  to  make  them  develop  ability,  and  build  a  founda- 
tion for  the  work  required  in  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing away  from  home.  The  home  and  the  school  should  have 
sufficient  honesty  of  purpose  on  behalf  of  the  children 
to  insist  on  work  well  done.  The  home  and  the  school 
should  face  the  truth  about  children's  ability  to  do  school 
work,  and  should  advise  children  accordingly.  The  home 
should  receive?  an  honest  amount  of  service  from  the 
school.  The  school  should  receive  the  cooperation  and 
confidence  of  the  home.  Both  should  strive  to  put  first 
things  first. 

Our  elementary  school  program  furnishes  instruc- 
tion in  fundamentals,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  instruc- 
tion in  music,  drawing,  physical  activities  and  extra  cur- 
ricular  interests.  Our  teaching  force  in  the  grades  is  ad- 
equate. The  high  school  offering  is  broad  enough  for 
the  size  and  resources  of  the  town,  for  we  offer  academic, 
home  economics,  commercial,  manual  arts,  and  general 
courses.  Our  present  high  school  staff  is  adequate  as 
judged  by  New  Hampshire  standards.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  we  have  a  most  versatile  staff  in  the  high 
school  there  is  considerable  specialization  in  secondary 
school  subjects.  We  cannot  expect  a  high  school  teacher 
to  be  an  expert  in  mathematics  and  foreign  languages,  or 
in  home  economics,  chemistry  and  biology  at  the  same 
time.  The  addition  of  an  academic  teacher  would 
strengthen  the  high  school.  We  should  not  be  so  much 
interested  in  expanding  our  present  hi^h  school  offering, 
as  we  should  be  in  strengthening  the  already  existing  pro- 
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gram.  After  all  no  one  is  in  a  position  to  prescribe 
courses  which  present  school  boys  and  girls  will  need  to 
make  use  of  ten  years  from  now  If  we  teach  the  funda- 
mentals, citizenship,  habits  of  industry,  and  develop  the 
power  to  think,  children  will  be  able  to  adjust  and  read- 
just themselves  to  the  conditions  of  an  ever  changing 
world. 

The  greatest  effort  which  the  schools  have  made 
this  year  in  behalf  of  the  children  from  the  first  to  the 
twelfth  grade  has  been  a  thorough  testing  program,  both 
as  regards  intelligence  and  achievement.  We  are  doing 
our  best  to  give  the  children  those  things  which  they 
need  to  enable  them  to  make  the  grade  in  June,  and  to 
build  up  a  foundation  for  the  more  advanced  work  ahead 
of  them. 

Every  employee  has  cooperated  with  the  School 
Board  in  its  effort  tb  provide  educational  opportunity 
within  the  limits  set  by  the  state  and  the  school  district.

Help  Prevent  Forest 

Fires 


BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN- 
HELP  PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES 


The  hurricane  of  September,  1938,  left  behind  it  some 
very  serious  fire  problems.  If  we  are  to  be  successful  in 
keeping  the  number  of  local  fires  to  a  minimum  and  if  we 
are  to  prevent  serious  losses  from  fires  that  do  occur,  the 
cooperation  of  every  citizen  in  this  town  is  essential. 

Local  citizens  can  contribute  materially  by  complying 
with  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  Do  not  burn  brush  or  any  other  debris  once  the 
snow  has  left  the  ground  without  first  securing  a  permit 
from  the  forest  fire  warden.  The  forest  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  require  this. 

2.  Do  not  drop  or  throw  from  any  vehicle  any  light- 
ed match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live  ashes  or  any  other  sub- 
stance liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

3  Notify  the  warden  promptly  of  any  fires  you  see. 
Please  read  carefully  the  following  excerpts  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  forest  laws  of  the  State : 

Paragraph  34,  Section  B: — No  person  shall  kindle  or 
cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  shall  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  or  near  woodland,  pasture,  brush, 
sprout,  waste  or  cut-over  land  or  where  the  fire  may  be 
communicated  to  such  land,  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  per- 
mit from  the  forest  fire  warden  of  the  town  where  the 
burning  is  to  be  done. 

Section  35: — Any  person,  by  himself  or  agent,  kind- 
ling or  causing  to  be  kindled,  any  fire  without  permission 
of  the  forest  fire  warden  when  such  permit  is  required 
.  and  also  any  person  by  whose  negligence  or  the 

negligence  of  his  agents,  any  fire  shall  be  caused,  shall  be 
liable  in  a  civil  action  for  the  payment  to  the  town  of  the 


expenses  incurred  by  the  forest   fire  warden   or  deputy 
warden  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fires. 

Section  35  A: — No  person  shall  drop  or  throw  from 
any  vehicle  while  the  same  is  upon  a  public  highway 
or  drop,  throw,  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  as  just  defined,  except  as  permitted  by  law,  any 
lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live  ashes  or  any  other 
substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

PENALTIES: 

Whoever  causes  or  kindles  a  fire  by  any  means,  wil- 
fully or  in  a  careless  manner,  v/hich  shall  endanger  wood- 
land as  described  in  34  B,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$500.00  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Whoever  is  found  guilty  of  violating  a  provision  of 
Section  35  A  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25.00. 

DAMAGES:  Section  38 

Any  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land  that  shall 
run  upon  the  land  of  any  other  person,  shall  pay  to  the 
owner  all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 

The  cooperation  of  every  citizen  of  this  town  is  earn- 
estly solicited.  You  can  assist  materially  by  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  the  forest  laws;  by  burning 
whatever  brush  or  debris  you  may  desire,  before  the  snow 
leaves  the  ground  and  quickly  calling  the  attention  of  the 
fire  warden  or  his  deputy  to  the  existence  of  any  forest 
fire  you  may  discover. 

Your  cooperation  will  lighten  the  burden  of  the 
warden  and  his  deputies  and  assist  materially  in  prevent- 
ing and  keeping  our  fire  losses  to  a  minimum.
